In Quietness and Confidence 


“Relaxation” has become a popular 
word. People spend a great deal of 
time, energy, and money to get it; and 
doctors and psychiatrists recommend it 
as a cure for many ills. Even in stren- 
uous sports it has its place. Some of 
the best runners keep their hands open, 
not clenched, to keep from getting need- 
lessly tense and to save energy for their 
legs. A tennis player whose strokes are 
smooth and steady will do better than 


one whose motions are nervous and 
jerky. A trout fisherman’s fly casting 
should be graceful and smooth and he 
must give time for the back cast, for 
if he does not he will snap off his flies 
and he cannot cast as far as he would 
otherwise. So, too, in the Christian war- 
fare there is an inward relaxation even 
in the midst of action Which God gives 
to those who trust Him wholly. He does 
not want us to spend our time and en- 
ergy to overcome our own sins, for He 
will do this for us by His indwelling 
Spirit as we let Him have His way; and 
He wants us to devote all our forces to 
His service. There are two good words 
on this subject, which complement one 
another, in the prophecy of Isaiah: “For 
thus saith the Lord God, the Holy One 
of Israel; In returning and rest shall ye 
be saved; in quietness and in confidence 
shall be your strength: and ye would 
not” (30:15); “And the work of right- 
eousness shall be peace; and the effect 
of righteousness quietness and assurance 
for ever” (32:17). There are “vicious 
circles” in life, but here is a blessed 
circle. In proportion as we return to 
God from our selfish, evil ways, and rest

in Him as our loving and all-powerful 
Heavenly Father, He increases our peace 
and strength. And as we actually carry 
out His will, and work righteousness, 
the effect of it is peace, quietness, and 
assurance continually. One of Satan’s 
points of attack is right here, as he 
seeks to blind our eyes to this wondrous 
fact and keep us on a tension with fear, 
anxiety, and struggle. But we are to 
count upon the fact that, for the Chris- 
tian, Satan is a defeated foe, that our in- 
dwelling Saviour is mightier than he; 
and we are to reckon ourselves “to be 
dead indeed unto sin, but alive unto God 
through Jesus Christ our Lord” (Rom. 
6:11). What a glorious word is this, 
“For sin shall not have dominion over 
you: for ye are not under the law, but 
under grace”! (Rom. 6:14.) Let us ask 
God to help us to appropriate by faith 
this Spirit-given rest and confidence so 
that we may work righteousness, which 
in turn will bring still more quietness 
and assurance. 
We may trust Him fully 
All for us to do;

that some truth of Scripture is 

taken and unfolded. I want, 
therefore, to invite your attention 
to a subject that is second to none, 
and that is the relation of the Holy 
Spirit in His activities and opera- 
tions to the individual believer and the 
Christian Church. If we have any the- 
ory of the inspiration of Scripture or 
no theory at all, but are sure of the fact 
of it, we recognize that the language is 
chosen which is most suitable for the 
purpose of communicating any given 
truth. Where, therefore, we have a

number of words employed, we are not 
at liberty to lump them all together 
and to speak of them as interchangeable, 
or aS synonymous. Every word has its 
own weight and its own shade of mean- 
ing, and we shall find that any given 
group of words presents us with a cycle 
of truth, I think we ‘shall see that in 
relation to our chosen subject. I would 
ask you to turn to certain passages, 
seven at any rate. 


I. Tue Girt or THe Hoty Sprir 

We will begin with Acts 2:38: “Re- 
pent, and be baptized every one of you 
in the name of Jesus Christ for the re- 
mission of sins, and ye shall receive the 
gift of the Holy Ghost.” Before our 
Lord ascended He bade His disciples 
tarry for a while, waiting for the Day 
of Pentecost, when the Father would 
fulfill His promise. The promise was 
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to bestow upon His people the Holy 
Spirit. The Holy Spirit was not then 
given, because Jesus was not then glori- 
fied; but upon the ascension of the Lord 
came the descent of the Spirit and the 
fulfillment of the promise. The Spirit 
then was the gift of the Father to the 
Church, and, of course to every separate 
believer. 

In relation to each of the words to 
which I am going to call your attention 
you will find that there are two aspects 
—one divine and the other human—and 
we should not separate them. Take this 
matter of the gift of the Holy Spirit. 
The Holy Spirit has been given. That 
is historically true. The promise was 
fulfilled, as I have said, on the day of 
Pentecost, and He was given as the in- 
heritance was given to Abraham and to 
Israel of old, the gift of God to His peo- 
ple. But although God gave to Israel 
the inheritance outright, the wHole of it, 
He said, “Every place that the sole of 
your feet shall tread upon, that have I 
given you.” How could He say that, if 
it was already theirs by divine. gift? 
Here a distinction is to be observed 
between the inheritance and the pos- 
session. The inheritance was all that 
God gave to Israel outright; the pos- 
session was that much of it which the 
Israelites appropriated. 

So with the Holy Spirit. God has 
given Him to us, and cannot give more 
. of Him to us, but there is a sense in 
which we must receive the gift and so 
make the inheritance the possession. 
Wherever there is a gift there must be 
a giver, and there must be a receiver. 
And we cannot say the Holy Spirit has 
been given and is, therefore, the pos- 
session of the inheritance of the Church, 
and that is the beginning and end of the 
matter. Not at all. What God has given 
to us in His infinite grace we have to 
appropriate. So the gift becomes in a 
very real sense individually ours only 
as we take it. 

Il. THe SEAL OF THE SPIRIT 

Now turn to a second passage, Ephe- 
sians 4:30, and also 1:13: 
the holy Spirit of God, whereby ye are 
sealed unto the day of redemption.” 
“Sealed.” He who is the gift is the seal. 
What are we to understand by this? 
It is significantly interesting that this 
reference is in the Letter to the Ephe- 
sians. Ephesus was a seaport, and there 
was a great trade in timber. Timber 
merchants went to Ephesus and pur- 
chased timber, but they could not take 
it away with them; it had later to be 
floated down to its destination. But when 
they purchased the timber they put 
their mark on it, the mark of appropri-

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ation and possession. It was theirs, and 
it remained theirs until it was finally 
redeemed. It would seem clear that that 
is the idea here, and the analogy 
would be recognized by the Ephesians. 
“Grieve not the holy Spirit of God, 
whereby ye are sealed unto the day of 
redemption.” That did not refer to the 
initial blessing of redemption, but to 
the final blessing, the glorification of the 
body and the beatific vision. But al- 
though that day has not dawned, though 
all the purposes of God are not yet 
perfected, yet every one of His children 
has the Seal that indicates God’s appro- 
priation of him or her; and that Seal 
implies an obligation. It is the mark 
of ownership, and it is the token of as- 
surance. 

So we have here the gift of the Spirit, 
the Spirit imparted to us by the Father 
upon the ascension of Christ; and the 
seal of the Spirit, the definite mark 
upon every believer, indicative of own- 
ership, and for our assurance. 


III. THE INDWELLING OF THE SPIRIT 


Turn to a third passage, 1 Corinthians 
3:16: “Know ye not that ye are the 
temple of God, and that the Spirit of 
God dwelleth in you?” You will re- 
member that in the upper room, in 
that last talk of the Lord to His disci- 
ples, He spoke very much about the 
Holy Spirit. One thing He said was, 
“He dwelleth with you, and shall be in 
you.” Was he not in them then? Ap- 
parently not. The Spirit was active-and 
operating in the Old Testament dispensa- 
tion. He came upon the people of God, 
and upon some specially for special 
service, but He did not indwell and 
abide. What is characteristic of this 
Christian age as distinguished from that 
age is the. fact that now He not only 
dwells upon the people of the world, 
but dwells within them. 

This is a matter which does not de- 
pend upon Christian accomplishment 
and character. Notice that the passage 
occurs in a letter to the church at 
Corinth. We know what state that 
church was in, from what is said to it 
in these two letters; the type of life 
was low, the witness was poor, and the 
members were chargeable with moral 
and theological error. The apostle does 
not say, “Don’t you know that you should 
be indwelt by the Holy Spirit, and if 
only you would dedicate yourselves to 
God, He would come and dwell in 
you?” On the contrary he makes the 
fact of their being indwelt the ground 
and reason for a nobler type of Chris- 
tian life. They boasted of their knowl- 
edge, and the apostle says, in effect, 
“With all your knowing do you not 
know this, that you are a temple of God, 
and that the Spirit of God dwells in 
you?” 

Of course, this is a profound mystery. 
We cannot say how a person can dwell 
in a person. But all the great truths 
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are profound mysteries. We must re- 
ceive them by faith, and as we do so we 
shal] have some experience of what is 
declared. The Spirit of God indwells 
us; that is to say He is not sojourning 
with us, but abiding in us,

The First Protestants 


When was the sect, “Protestant” 
first started? In an argument last 
week between some relatives they 
said Martin Luther was the one, when 
he broke away from the Catholic faith.

copal Church stems from the Church 
of England. I never had the oppor- 
tunity to study Church History, being 
a Sunday school teacher for years— 
my time was spent on the study of the 
Sunday school lesson, in which your

I am told I'll find it in Church History, 
but would not be able to buy any 
books on it. Now that I am in the 
Methodist Home here I have plenty of 
time to read. I am 83 years old and 
still am hungry for the Word, which 
is so precious.—A Pennsylvania reader. 


On the word “Protestant” Webster's 
Dictionary says: “Originally, one of 
those German princes who submitted at 
the Diet of Spires (1529) a protest 
against an edict intended to crush the 
reform movement, and calling upon the 
emperor to summon a general council. 
During the seventeenth century, an ad- 
herent of Lutheranism or Anglicanism; 
—not including, as later, Puritans, Pres- 
byterians, and other dissenters.” This 
gives a fair idea of when the term was 
first used. But ever since New Testa- 
ment times there have been true be- 
lievers who have preached ,and taught 
the pure Gospel of the grace of God 
and were in no way linked with the 
Roman Catholics. In the right sense 
of the word, there have always been 
“Protest-ants” against any false doctrine. 
The Catholics argue that they are older 
than the Protestants, but that is not so, 
for since the time of Christ there have 
always been some true Christians who 
knew that salvation comes only by grace 
through faith in Him, and who were 
not led astray by the false dogmas 
taught by the Roman Catholics. 

It is true that the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church stems from the Church of 
England. The “Yearbook ef American 
Churches for 1956” says of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church: “This body entered 
the colonies with the earliest settlers 
(Jamestown, Va., 1607), as the Church 
of England. It became autonomous and 
adopted its present name in 1789. It 
is an integra] part of the Anglican Com- 
munion.”

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In the days of her revolution Roman 
Catholic priests were made to dig their 
Own graves, then their arms and legs 
were chopped off and they were kicked 
into their. graves to die an agonizing 
death. Lutheran ministers were lined 
up by the hundreds and shot down as 
dogs. The cry of this innocent blood 
loudly calls for vengeance, and, thank 
God, ther® is a Judge of all the earth 
who will by no means clear the guilty 
(Exod. 20:7; 34:7). 

Has the Bible anything to say about 
this great land of Russia which today 
has cast its blasphemous influence over 
so many millions of unfortunate men?

Ezekiel describes a northern confed- 
eracy similar to the western, which will 
combine the armies of these powers into 
one vast army, invulnerable and aggres- 
sive. Russia will take her lead in es- 
tablishing this vast. confederacy. It 


may be forming before our eyes. 
What will the United Nations’ ideolo- 
gies prove? Let us not speculate. This 


much can be said without any specula- 
tion: that so far it has proved to the 
world that there are two camps within 
its ranks. Russia balks at everything, 
she does not co-operate, she does not 
mix, and seemingly does not intend to 
do so. This has been proved time and 
time again. 

It would be needless to go into all the 
details of the identification of Russia 
and her allied nations as prophesied in 
Ezekiel. Most all Bible teachers agree 
that the finger of prophecy is plainly 
pointing to Russia—Gog and the land of 
Magog. The prophet foretells that a 
chief prince is to arise in the latter days, 
some great czar or kaiser, some great

Wea: in the issue of August 11 
reference was made to the fact 
that The Evangelical Alliance 
Mission in India had enrolled 400,000 
natives in its Life of Christ, and Light 
of Life correspondence courses, I was 
not aware that the Orient Crusades had 
also developed a substantial enrollment 
in Bible study courses. To: date, Orient 
Crusades, directed by Dick Hillis, has 
enrolled 200,000 nationals in Korea, the 
Philippines, Formosa, and Okinawa. 
Some of these missionary endeavors are 
putting to shame the lukewarm Christi- 
anity of our own country. 

Along this line, it will be of interest 
to many to know that the basketball 
team coached by Mr. Bud Schaeffer, 
graduate of Wheaton College and Fuller 
Theological Seminary, in the city of Tai- 
pei, Formosa, has won the championship 
in the Chinese Olympic Basketball 
Games. This will open many doors 
to faithful evangelists for the preach- 
ing of the Gospel in that part of the 
world. ‘ 


The Converted Catholic magazine re- 
ports a steady diminishing in the priest- 
hood of the Roman Catholic Church in 
Europe. From an article in the April 
issue of the Italian periodical Settimo 
Giorno, we learn that while in Italy in 
1871, with a population of 26,000,000, 
there were 150,000 priests, today, with a 
population of 48,000,000, there are only 
47,000 priests. Since the beginning of 
this century, France has had a net loss 
of between 5,000 and 6,000 priests every 
year, until at the present time there are 
150,000 parishes in France without 
priests. 


“St. Peter was the first pope. Who 
was the second?” This assertion, with 
subsequent question, was made by the 
chairman of the Home Service program, 
a regular British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion feature, and directed to participants 
in a certain competition. The Protestant 
Alliance of London, which for years has 
courageously attempted to warn the 
British population of the encroachment 
of Catholicism, issued a vigorous protest 
to such a statement’s being made on the 
air, since it has never been proved that 
Peter was ever at Rome, that he was 
ever a pope, and that he ever embraced 
Roman Catholicism. The communication 
of protest concluded: “It is scandalous 
that a national institution should be so 
careless as to allow this highly mislead- 
ing statement to go out into, possibly, 
millions of homes. The implications of 
this claim are far reaching, for were it 
true, Her Majesty, The Queen, the 
Church of England, and indeed all Prot- 


estant Christianity would be clearly 
wrong.” 

In reply, the B.B.C. frankly acknowl- 
edged its error ina letter signed by Mr. 
H. R. Pelletier, Controller of the Light 
Programme: “We have taken your point 
very seriously. We agree that the form 
of the question was, at the very least, 
extremely careless, and we very much 
regret that the statement was broadcast. 
We have taken immediate steps to pre- 
vent the recurrence of any similar state- 
ment.” 

The Protestant Alliance for many years 
has published the small but worth-while 
periodical, the Reformer (119, Earlsfield 
Road, Wandsworth, London S.W. 18). 


The increase in membership in the 
Protestant churches of America has 
boosted church enrollment figures to a 
new peak in the history of our country, 
and for this we are thankful. In spite 
of reports of a larger percentage of 
Americans attending divine worship, 
however, there are apparently hundreds 
of areas in our country where church 
attendance is declining, though popula- 
tion is increasing. There will perhaps 
never be a complete survey made of this 
aspect of our national life, but one re- 
port which has just come to my atten- 
tion cannot help but be distressing to 
those concerned. 

The Rural Church Extension Service 
of the Rural Seminary of the Bible Col- 
lege of Missouri (Columbia, Mo.) has 
issued a report of its survey of 2,491 
families in ten areas of that state, a sur- 
vey made with the co-operation of 
twenty-one churches in the Baptist, 
Christian, Méthodist, Presbyterian, and 
Roman Catholic denominations. While 
farm and home ownership in these local- 
ities had reached a new high (72 per 
cent) not one member in 56 per cent of 
the families interviewed, in small towns 
and rural districts, attended church as 
often as once a month. Of course, there 
are millions of people in our larger cities 
who never enter a house of worship; and 
how to reach these nonattendants ‘is one 
of the prqblems of contemporary Prot- 
estantism. 


While it is true that many Protestant 
churches and chapels in Spain have been 
closed during the last few years, the 
faithful ministry of some courageous, 
truly converted Spanish men has re- 
sulted in many being brought to confess 
Christ as Saviour. A revival campaign 
organized by Youth for Christ in Bar- 
celona several months ago began with 
a united prayer meeting each morning 
from 6.30 to 9 o’clock. It is estimated 
that during this one week two hundred 
souls were won for Christ. It is not

often, even in our own free land, that 
a single week of revival meetings in any 
one church, conducted by evangelists 
without national reputation, is so suc- 
cessful. Perhaps we need a little per- 
secution in our country to awaken us to 
the precious heritage that is ours in the 
Gospel. 


The site of Sodom, at the lower end of 
the Dead Sea area, has been for many 
centuries a disputed point in Biblical 
geography. Today not only is the exact 
location known, but the scene is one of 
modern development and activity. The 
government of Israel has set up road 
markers at three hundred historic sites 
within’ its national boundaries. The 
marker for Sodom reads as follows: 
“Sodom is the lowest point of habitation 
in the world, 1,286 feet below sea level. 
Sodom, primitive scene of the most ter- 
rible judgment on human sin, was 
the dwelling place of Lot, ‘Abraham’s 
brother’s son,’ before its classic destruc- 
tion with its sister city, Gomorrah. To- 
day, Sodom: is the center of Israel’s pot- 
ash production.” 


It is not my purpose in these columns 
—now or at any other time—to discuss 
the panic created by the Bridey Murphy 
incident. However, the Summer, 1956, 
issue of Tomorrow, the quarterly review 
of Psychical Research, is almost entirely 
devoted to this subject. Here a number 
of distinguished scientists and leaders in 
the field of psychiatry set forth their 
verdicts in a symposium. Practically all 
agree that there is no evidence of rein- 
carnation in the Bridey Murphy data. 
Dr. Emanuel] K. Schwartz, assistant dean 
of the Post Graduate Center for Psy- 
chotherapy, entitles his remarks, “A 
Social Psychological State Reflecting 
Widespread Disturbance.” Dr. C. J. Du- 
casse, professor of Philosophy at Brown 
University, suggests that this represents 
“an illusion of memory; that is, that Mrs. 
Simmons, in childhood or later, heard or 
read of the life of an Irish Bridey Mur- 
phy and then forgot this; and that, un- 
der hypnosis, the ideas so acquired were 
recalled by Mrs. Simmons, but not the 
manner in which she had acquired 
them.” 

All these perifas of excitement over 
some strange phenomenon only testify to 
the restlessness of modern man, to his 
desire to seize upon something through 
which he might escape his own dilem- 
mas, and might avoid being ,confronted 
with the one great supernatural event 
in history, the incarnation of the Son of 
God. 

“Where Is the Lack?” is the title of 
an editorial in the current issue of World 
Dominion, In this \frank confrontation 
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Lesson for October 28 


of some indisputable statistics, attention 
is called to the present situation in “one 
church which keeps reasonably careful 
memberghip records”—the church is not 
named. This British denomination has 
an adult membership of 750,000. In 1955, 
it reported a net loss of 338, in spite of 
the fact that 28,000 new members were 
received into fellowship. The losses by 
death were average; the loss to other 
denominations was 2500 members (600 
more than were received from other de- 
nominations) ; the loss by transfer to an- 
other locality was 2000 members; and 
“it wrote off 12,000 members who had 
ceased to have any connection with the 
church.” These are not exceptional but 
average annual losses. 

England has had a great renewal of 
interest in the Christian faith through 
the Billy Graham evangelistic campaigns, 
but statistics like this reveal] that there 
is no national turning to God in that 
land, any more than there is in our 
country. 

Speaking of losses incurred through 
the necessity of dropping members from 
the church roll, the Presbyterian Church, 
U.S.A., in 1954, with a total membership 
of 2,659,000, had a loss by suspension (re- 
moval from the roll without transfer) of 
65,551 members. 


If true in 1913, what of 1956? In read- 
ing a sermon by Dr. G. Campbell Mor- 
gan delivered at Westminster Chapel] in 
October, 1913, I came upon a paragraph 
in which he spoke of the sensuality of 
the literature and drama of his day. If 
he needed words like this to describe 
conditions of forty years ago, I wonder 
what language he would use today to 
depict a situation far worse. 

“The hour is almost foul with sensu- 
ality. The prevailing note of present- 
day fiction is sensual. I read fiction and 
I propose to continue doing so. Fiction 
is a great instrument for teaching Truth, 
as witness the parables. I have a rule, 
however, that if I find the author of a 
book, however brilliant he or she may 
be, has the tendency to condone sin or 
excuse it, I burn the book in which I 
discovered that tendency, and never 
again read a book by that writer. For 
the life of me, I have to say, that re- 
cently it has been difficult to find a book 
that is not tainted. Book after book has 


y in it this taint of the sensual. The same 


thing is true of the plays. I do-not go 
to see plays, but I read a good deal about 
them, and nothing has startled me more 
than, when in New York this time, while 
several plays were running in the the- 
atres there, to find one of the great sec- 
ular papers, a strong paper but entirely 
secular, using the word as we usually do 
make use of it, making hot and angry 
protests against the plays that were be- 
ing presented upon the boards in New 
York, because they were sensual. Some- 
times it seems as though writers -and 
playwrights imagine that degraded sex- 
uality were the only interesting subject 
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at the present time. Sometimes it seems 
to me as though the whole air was 
choked with sensuality.” 


The most vigorous statement I have 
seen for some time, apart from statistics, 
regarding the growing curse of alcohol- 
ism in our country is from the coura- 
geous pen of Dr. Robert Shuler, in the 
current issue of the Methodist Challenge, 
a paper which he has effectively edited 
for the past twenty-five years. Dr. 
Shuler is correct in saying: “The threat 
of beverage alcohol to the nation and to 
the institutions upon which the nation 
depends is, in my opinion, greater than 
the threat of any other single evil. Bev- 
erage alcohol is back of more than half 
the traffic accidents of America. It is the 
direct and indirect cause of fully half 
our divided homes and as a result ac- 
counts for half or more of the juvenile 
delinquency of our nation. It has to do 
with 60 per cent of the crime that sweeps 
America, according to the best statistics. 
It undermines public health. It literally 
wrecks public morals. It is humanity’s 
most formidable foe. 

“Then how does it survive? The an- 
swer is easy. It bribes, demoralizes, in- 
timidates, blackmails and enslaves, to 
where men who otherwise would strike 
back are helpless. It is the most de- 
bauching and corrupting force in our 
government. It spends multiplied mil- 
lions of dollars each year making crim- 
inals out of our citizens.” 


The theme of an invasion of demon-led 
forces from the north at the end of this 
age is one that appears throughcut Euro- 
pean literature, especially medieval lit- 
erature, as well as that of the Near East. 
(This has been exhaustively considered 
in a work by Andrew R. Anderson: 
“Alexander’s Gate, Gog and Magog and 
the Inclosed Nations,” published by the 
Mediaeval Academy of America in 1932, 
with a 13-page bibliography.) Re- 
cently, however, my attention was 
drawn to a provenance of this tradition 
of which I had not been aware previ- 
ously—Tibet. In his most interesting 
volume, “Seven Years in Tibet” (1953) 
Mr. Heinrich Harrer writes as follows 
concerning his visit with a cabinet min- 
ister in Lhasa: 

“The minister-monk who lived on the 
Lingkhor, the five-mile-long pilgrims’ 
road which goes around Lhasa, received 
us with less formality. He was no 
longer young, and had a nice little white 
beard of which he was very proud, for 
beards in Tibet are a rarity. In a gen- 
eral way he seemed very detached, and 
in- contrast with the other ministers 
avoided expressing any definite opinions. 
His name was Rampa, and he was one of 
the few official monks who belonged to 
the aristocracy. The way in which the 
political situation was developing must 
have been causing him secret anxiety. 
He was much interested in our views on 
Russia’s policy, and told us that in the 
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old scriptures it was prophesied that a 
great power from the north would over- 
run Tibet, destroy religion, and make it- 
self master of the whole world.”

A sober note is sounded in a recent 
issue of the Monthly Record of the Free 
Church of Scotland, whereby the editor 
reveals himself to be more keenly aware 
of the significance of current events in 
relation to Biblical prophecy than is 
generally true of periodical editors to- 
day. In view of the authoritative posi- 
tion of this journal, the words bear re- 
peating. 

“The opinion of Field Marshal Lord 
Montgomery on the strategy of war is 
not one that can be easily dismissed. In 
Paris recently he painted a realistic and 
truly terrifying picture of the guided 
missile warfare of the future. The range 
of such missiles he estimated to be more 
than 5000 miles and their speed will de- 
crease the warning period ‘from hours 
to possible minutes.’ Another world war 
in the nuclear age ‘would prove devas- 
tating and would cause untold misery to 
millions of people,’ and defence opera- 
tions would ‘have to be done in minutes, 
or the first enemy strike may be deci- 
sive.’ All this fully accords with the 
warning of Scripture that ‘sudden de- 
struction’ is to characterise the last days, 
and there is nothing in Scripture to con- 
tradict the view that evil and foolish 
men may be the agents of that destruc- 
tion. Certainly the warnings of Scrip- 
ture that brought a smile from the social 
reformers of 50 years ago are nOw as- 
suming the form of grim reality. And, 
alas, humanity lacks the moral strength 
and wisdom -to meet these problems, and 
we are reluctant to fall back on the 
wisdom of the Most High.” 


While I belong to an older generation, 
and have never become accustomed to 
the use of motion pictures at church 
services, even religious movies—I shud- 
der to see churches packed to the gal- 
leries for the showing of a mavie, but 
practically empty for a regular preach- 
ing service—it cannot be denied that 
thousands of people are receiving Christ 
as Saviour through the presentation of 
these films. I have néver seen statistics 
on this, though no doubt the producers 
have accumulated these figures. 

Recently my good friends, Dr. and 
Mrs. R. V. Herbold, missionaries to 
Nigeria, told me that in their own city 
‘of Lagos, the capital of Nigeria, over 
six hundred men, women, and young 
people responded to the invitation ex- 
tended after the showing of “Mr. Texas” 
at five different places in the city. Of 
this number, 420 definitely accepted the 
Lord Jesus Christ as Saviour. All of this 
occurred within a week. I wonder if 
any city in America, apart from a great 
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united evangelistic effort, could show 
similar figures, 


The conclusions of scientists working 
in the field of prehistoric archaeology 
are sometimes the result of pure specu- 
lation, and are occasionally derived from 
a most inaccurate interpretation of the 
data confronted. The August 26 issue of 
Time magazine contains a report of the 
drawings recently discovered on the 
walls of a cave on a country estate in the 
Dordogne Department in France. The 
actual location of the cave is still a 
secret. The, Abbé Henri Breuil esti- 
mated that these were paleolithic draw- 
ings between 15,000 and 20,000 years old. 
A cable from Paris a few days later, 
however, carried the information that a 
famous cave explorer had spent a long 
period of time exploring this very cave 
eight years ago, and had found no paint- 
ings on the walls at that time. Some of 
these drawings, the earlier explorer as- 
serted, were made by a small boy who 
had tagged along with his party. 


The latest report from Colombia comes 
directly from the sixth General As/ 
sembly of the Confederacién Evangélica 
de Colombia, an interchurch organiza- 
tion of fourteen Protestant denomina- 
tions, held in August at Bogota. The 
following statistics on the persecution of 
the Protestant Church in that country 
since 1948 are given in the report: . 

Destruction: 47 churches and chapels 
destroyed by fire and dynamite, and 
many other buildings used by Protestant 
congregations damaged, confiscated, or 
sealed. 

Martyrs: 75 Protestant men, women, 
and children killed because of their re- 
ligious faith during these eight years of 
persecution. 

Schools Closed: Over 200 Protestant 
primary schools closed by government 
order. 

Churches Closed: More than 40 Prot- 
estant churches closed by the govern- 
ment since January 1, 1956. 

All of this in spite of the fact that in 
June the Foreign Minister of Colombia 
publicly announced that there was no 
persecution of Protestants in that coun- 
try. 


A Beloved Soul-Winner.—One after- 
noon, in the fall of 1921, soon after I had 
arrived in Baltimore to become pastor 
of the Lafayette Square Presbyterian 
Church—a beloved congregation we shall 
never forget—there came into our home, 
on Lanvale Street; a young man, Doug- 
las Ober, who at once impressed me as 
being one of the most gracious individ- 
uals with whom I had ever spoken. He 
told me that he was engaged in business 
in the city, and for years had been in- 
terested in Port Mission. This work had 
been founded some years before, by his 
father, a banker in Baltimore, following 
one of the great Moody revival meet- 
ings in that city, and was established 
primarily to minister to the thousands of 
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seamen who came into the port of Bal- 
timore from all over the world. Their 
building was very commodious, and in- 
stead of being tied down with “red tape” 
and the bondage of administration, they 
were giving themselves to evangelistic 
services for the seamen, to children’s 
classes where the Word of God was 
taught, a Sunday school on Sunday after- 
noon, a mothers’ meeting on Thursday 
afterncon, and a large young people’s 
service on Saturday evening (long be- 
fore Youth for Christ), etc. Throughout 
this entire program, emphasis was placed 
upon the Word of God, and the saving 
Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

During this initial interview, Mr. Ober 
stated that a number of those who were 
giving. time to the mission work, other- 
wise employed about the city during the 
day, were also frequently engaged in 
street preaching. Because of this, they 
were eager to have some training in the 
fundamental principles of outlining and 
presenting Biblical messages, in the use 
of illustrations, in homiletical structure, 
and related matters. He then asked if it 
would be possible for me to come down 
to the Mission for a series of Monday 
evening lectures in this field. I felt led 
to reply affirmatively, and those Monday 
evenings were some of the happiest 
hours I have spent im the years God has 
granted. A friendship grew out of this, 
and soon Mr. Ober and I, with three 
other men, were on the way to Palestine, 
for a two-months trip, all of us seeing 
the Near East, and some of Europe, for 
the first time. Through the years Mr. 
Ober and I have kept up a correspond- 
ence, and, when possible, have visited 
together. 

I had made plans to make a brief note 
in these columns on what is currently 
being done through the ministry of Port 
Mission, especially in street preaching, 
and had already composed most of the 
sketch when a few days ago a wire came 
from Mr. Ober’s twin brother, telling me 
that my dear friend had passed away 
quietly in his sleep, in his bachelor 
apartment in Baltimore. So, before pro- 
ceeding with the intended note, may I 
say a word about Mr. Ober personally. 

He was a graduate of Princeton Uni- 
versity, class of 1909. Upon the death of 
his godly father, he sold all of his dress 
suits but one, and all of his horses, of 
which he was quite fond (used for rid- 
ing, not for racing), and devoted three 
nights a week, for thirty years, to Port 
Mission. With the privileges of moving 
in the finest social circles of Baltimore, 
and often so doing, he chose rather to 
center his life in the unheralded labor 
of this Christian work, supporting it lib- 
erally .with his own funds. Mr. Ober 
was the very incarnation of culture and 
refinement, and lived a most exemplary 
life. Though he won many silver cups 
in golf matches, his speech was always 
pure and chaste and his life transpar- 
ently clean. -I have often seen this man, 
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immaculately dressed, kneeling on the 
bare floor of Port Mission, with his arm 
around a partly intoxicated seaman 
pleading with him to receive the Lord 
Jesus Christ as Saviour. Among all my 
acquaintances across our land, I have 
never known any layman so deeply in- 
terested in the study and ‘interpretation 
of the Word of God. He was constantly 
reading it, and, at the same time, seemed 
to be everlastingly hungry for new 
things from its pages. How many thou- 
sands of calls Mr. Ober made in the hos- 
pitals of Baltimore through the years, 
particularly on Sunday morning, how 
many persons he led to Christ, how 
many people he has succored in difficult 
hours, only Heaven will reveal. Though 
engaged in business, and successful, he 
seemed to live only for others. 

It was my privilege to spend some 
time with Mr. Ober in the East last sum- 
mer, and during conversation he men- 
tioned to me in a very ‘quiet way that 
,during that summer the Mission’s street 
meetings on Sunday had been more en- 
couraging than ever; in fact, he said that 
as many as forty young people, Sunday 
after Sunday, in one of the hottest sum- 
mers Baltimore has known, would gather 
at’ the Mission, form into four groups, 
and go out and hold eight different street 
meetings. How many hundreds of 
people would gather at these eight meet- 
ings, I did not discover. This continued 
for four months, and the heat, instead of 
keeping the young people away, seemed 
to make them more loyal than ever. 

Now, what I would like to ask is this: 
Is there any other single institution in 
our country, church or mission (I am 
not speaking of a school’ with hundreds 
of students who are required to do this 
kind of work, though we could perhaps 
include them, too) which, Sunday after 
Sunday, year after year, sends out four 
Gospel teams into the city in which it 
is located to conduct evangelistic meet- 
ings on the street? If Port Mission can 
do this, without any paid organization, 
in a city which sometimes suffers op- 
pressive heat, then surely some of the 
large churches of our land, with two, 
three, and four thousand members, 
should be matching this effort. It in- 
volves rea] labor, but with our evening 
audiences gradually declining, it may be 
that this is to be our next step in reach- 
ing the unsaved millions of our land.

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 

T IS thought by some that David 
I wrote the Twenty-third Psalm in 

his youth, while he was still keeping 
his father’s sheep. Now there can be 
no doubt that those days are reflected 
in the Psalm. We know, too, that as 
a youth David was already noted for 
his skill as a musician, and his piety 
-would move him to write sacred num- 
bers. 

However, it is doubtful if this Psalm 
is the product of David’s youth. It is 
too full of the experience of life. It is 
not the usual, method of the Holy Spirit 
to move a youth to express the experi- 
ences and the thoughts of a mature saint. 
A song of deliverance based on his en- 
counters with the lion &nd the bear 
would have been more appropriate. But, 
looking back on those pastoral days 
from a later period, he would have a 
clearer view, and it is interesting to 
note that now it is not the more stren- 
uous activities that come first to mind, 
but the thought of rest. The shepherd’s 
encounters with the foes of the sheep 
come later. 

But whenever it was that David first 
sang this lovely song, it is a favorite 
with all ages of Christians. Our chil- 
dren learn to lisp its sweet numbers, 
and the last low murmurs of our dying 
saints are often echoes of its confidence. 
Our young Christian couples start their 
wedded life with the prayer, “Saviour, 
Like a Shepherd Lead’ Us,” and fre- 
quently hang on the walls of their first 
home a plaque of the great and tender 
Psalm, 

The fine arts have vied with each 
other in expressing the theme of the 
Psalm. The stained glass windows of 
churches and cathedrals carry the story, 
while many painters have made the 
Good Shepherd the theme of their finest 
works. Musicians have contributed 


many lovely arrangements. For instance, 
we have the words of the King James

Malotte. The paraphrase by Henry Wil- 
liams Baker (“The King of Love My 
Shepherd Is’’) is fitly matched with the 
music of his contemporary, John Bac- 
chus Dykes. But for choral work, noth- 
ing can surpass the old Scottish metrical 
version to the tune Crimond. The Psalm 
was made to be sung, and, while our 
meters differ from those used by Da- 
vid, they express the same confidence 
uttered by Israel’s king as he recalled 
the quieter days with his flocks. 


Verse by Verse 

Psa. 23:1—“The Lord is my shep- 
herd; I shall not want.” Here is a favo- 
rite figure for God in His care for His 
people (Isa. 40:11; Ezek. 34:23; John 
10:11). Note that the consequent “I 
shall not Want” is absolute, covering all 
needs and all situations. 

Verse 2—“He maketh me to lie down 
in green pastures . . . beside the still 
waters.” “Get the patient lying down” 
is a first rule of therapeutics. “Green 
pastures” are “pastures of tender grass.” 
Here are both quietness and nourish- 
ment for the sheep. 

Verse 3.—“He restoreth my soul... 
the paths of righteousness for his name’s 
sake.” The first phrase really belongs 
to verse 2. It is in the green pastures 
and beside the waters of quietness that 
the soul is restored and made ready to 
walk in the path of righteousness—the 
only path in which the Lord will lead 
His people. 

Verse 4.—“. . . the valley of the shadow 
of death ... no evil... thy rod and thy 
staff they comfort me.” Some hold that 
this verse refers to the death of the 
saint, while others regard it as a descrip- 
tion of extreme trial in this life. In 
both situations we need the ministry of 
the Shepherd to guide us and to beat off 
our foes. 

Verse 5.—“. .. a table .. . in the pres- 
ence of mine enemies ... anointest ... 
my cup runneth over.” The figure now 
changes. The Lord is now host instead 
of shepherd. The banqueting hall ig 





open to spectators, but enemies cannot 
touch the guests of the King. The 
anointing of the guests is not forgotten 
(see Luke 7:46). -Our Host gives “the 
oil of joy for mourning,” by the anoint- 
ing of the Holy Spirit. 

Verse 6—“. . . goodness and mercy 
. . . the house of the Lord for ever.” 
“Goodness and mercy” are the sum of 
our life here, as we journey on to the 
“Father’s house.” They have been 
called the guardian angels of the saints, 
while others have suggested that they 
are the shepherd dogs of Christ’s flock! 


The Heart of the Lesson 


While this is universally called the 
Shepherd Psalm, the pastoral language 
is really confined to the first four verses, 
and the last two depict a host bestowing 
royal bounty and shelter upon a favored 
guest. We can, however, examine the 
several ministries of the Shepherd-Host 
without allowing the change in language 
to disturb us. 

The first ministry is restoration, for 
the Lord finds us strayed, wounded, 
and sick. How does He restore us? His 
prescription for His sick sheep is rest 
and nourishment—the pastures of tender 
grass and the waters of quietness. “Get 
the patient lying down,” the doctor says, 
and our great Physician, our Shepherd, 
knows that our restless spirit needs 
quieting if health is to be restored. And 
while we rest, we feast on the tender 
pastures of His Word and are refreshed 
by His Spirit. 

After restoration comes progression. 
When healed we must “rise and walk.” 
But He must lead, or we shall go astray 
again. The paths in which He leads 
us are “the paths of righteousness.” It 
is astounding how Christians will walk 
in paths of unrighteousness and claim 
that they had prayed about it and be- 
lieved that God was leading them. Noth- 
ing unrighteous, nothing immoral, noth- 
ing unethical, can ever be the will of 
God for His people, arid it is next to 
blasphemy to-“pray” in such a case. 
God’s leading will never be contrary 
to the moral standards of the Bible. 
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The paths of righteousness are not al- 
ways sunlit roads midst gardens of roses. 
They sometimes descend into “the valley 
of the shadow of death,” wild places, 
dangerous places, fearsome places, but 
the Shepherd is with us, our guide and 
our protector. It is our privilege to 
answer His “I am with you” with “Thou 
art with me,” and go on confidently. 

In our Lord we are “more than con- 
querors” (Rom. 8:37). We are banquet- 
ing “in the presence of [our] . . . ene- 
mies,” bearing the marks of the divine 
favor, overflowing with the divine 
bounty. The joy of the.Lord is our 
strength, and from within us flow the 
rivers of living water (Neh. 8:10; John 
7:38). 

All these ,blessings are summed up in 
the two words “goodness” and “mercy.” 
These “follow” us wherever we _ go, 
actually dogging our steps, keeping on 
our trail, so that we cannot shake them 
off. They are our portion in every sit- 
uation, right to our journey’s end. And 
then? “The house of the Lord.” He 
who set up banquet tents for me all 
along the way will at last receive me 
into the palace, His house, and my 
dwelling place forever. So, be it the 
present or the future, “I will fear no 
evil.”

Choose Your Shepherd. The differ- 
ence between a sheep and us is that we 
may choose our shepherd, which a sheep 
cannet do.

Names of God in Psalm 23. John 
Macbeath has entitled the last chapter 
of his delightful little book on the names 
of God, “The Clustered Names” (“What 


Is His Name?” Marshall, Morgan & 
Scott). The subtitle is, “The Jehovahs 
of the Twenty-third Psalm.” Here they

herd (v. 1). This needs no explanation. 

2. Jehovah-Jireh, the Lord will pro- 
vide (v. 1. See Gen. 22:14). This is 
the basis of the statement, “I shall not 
want.” 

3. Jehovah-Shalom, the Lord is Peace 
(Judges 6:24). This name is suggested 
by verse 2, with its peaceful scene, God 
making us lie down in'the tender grass 
and by the still waters. “My peace I 
give unto you” (John 14:27). 

4. Jehovah-Ropheka, the Lord that 
healeth (Exod. 15:26). This is implicit 
in the phrase, “He restoreth my soul” 
(v. 3). The healing here is, of course, 
spiritual. No sickness is béyond the 
practice of the Great Physician. 

5. Jehovah-Tsidkenu, the Lord our 
Righteousness (Jer. 23:6; 33:16). This is 
the name for whose sake “he leadeth 
me in the paths of righteousness” (v. 3). 

6. Jehovah-Nissi, the Lord our Ban- 
ner (Exod. 17:15). Where the sovereign 
sets up a banquet, the royal standard 
flies. So we cannot have verse 5 without 
the banner (Song of Sol. 2:4). 

7. Jehovah-Mekadishkem, the Lord 
our Sanctifier (Exod. 31:13). Mr. Mac- 


beath regards the anointing with oil of — 


verse 5 as related to the sanctification 
of a priest or a king in the Old Testa- 
ment. We are set apart by the anoint- 
ing for Him. 

8. Jehovah-Shammah, the .Lord is 
there (Ezek. 48:35). This is especially 
seen in the statement, “Thou art with

“The Lord is my shepherd; I shall 
not want” (Psa. 23:1).—I see in this 
“Pearl of Psalms” a threefold ‘secret: 
the secret of a happy life, a happy death, 
and a happy eternity. 

Anyone who can truthfully say, “The 
Lord [or Jehovah] is my shepherd,” 
possesses the secret of a happy life. 

There need be no difficulty in identify- 
ing the Shepherd, for the Lord Jesus 
said, “I am the good shepherd: the good 
shepherd giveth his life for the sheep” 
(John 10:11). 

There must be a personal acceptance 
of Him before one can truthfully say, 
“The Lord is my shepherd.” He is pre- 
sented to us in the New Testament as 
the Saviour who died for our sins, and 
arose for our justification. A cordial 
invitation to come to Him is extended 
to all; and those who respond are as- 
sured of a hearty reception, for He said, 
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“Him that cometh to me I will in no 
wise cast out” (John 6:37). 

Quoting that verse reminds me of the 
experience of the young man who came 
to the Lord Jesus on the strength of 
those words. The personal worker who 
led him to the Lord told him that if 
ever Satan attempted to cause him to 
doubt his reception, he was to quote 
the verse to Satan. In due time, he was 
threatened with a doubt. He recalled 
the advice given him and quoted John 
6:37. “But,” suggested Satan, “how do 
you know Christ said that? Maybe the 
translators made a mistake.” The young 
man answered, “I will believe it any- 
way; and when I get to Heaven, if it 
isn’t true, I will just tell the Lord I 
didn’t make the mistake—the translators 
made it!” 

In my library, I have many transla- 
tions of the New Testament. Looking 
up this verse in each of them, I am 
Satisfied that the translators did not 
make a mistake in translating the orig- 
inal words. They all agree that the 
Lord said He would not “refuse,” “re- 
ject,” or “cast out” anyone who comes 
to Him. : 

“He maketh me to lie dowh .. . He

leadeth me |. . He restoreth my soul...” 
(Psa. 23:2, 3).—What but happiness of 
life can flow from a consciousness of the 
Shepherd’s presence with and provision 
for His sheep. 

In the trial of our faith (1 Pet. 1:6, 7), 
we may- experience momentary want of 
some temporal mercies (2 Cor. 11:27); 
but there shall never be a shortage of 
green pastures, quiet waters, and means 
of restoration. 

The Lord Jesus is not only the good 
Shepherd, who died for His sheep, He 
is also “that great shepherd” whom God 
“brought again from the dead” (Heb. 
13:20); and He it is who tenderly cares 
for the sheep of His pasture. 

“Yea, though I walk through the val- 
ley of the shadow of death, I will fear 
no evil...” (Psa. 23:4).—The secret 
of a happy death is revealed in the 
words, “for thou art with me.” A be- 
liever’s passing is spoken of as a “fall- 
ing asleep in Jesus,” rather than as a 
“death.” 

The Lord is always near His own, but 
nearer than ever, shall we say, when He 
puts one of them to sleep! With far 
more tender love than ever fond mother 


_ lullabies her darling baby to sleep, does 





“He RESTORETH my soul.” 


( PSA.23°:3) 
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the great Shepherd cause one of His 
own to fall asleep in Him! Hence the 
bold assertion, “I will fear no evil.” 

With the New Testament in our hands, 
we know that to depart and be with 
Christ is far better than the best state 
one has ever been in in this world! 
(Phil. 1:23.) As soon as a believer is 
“absent from the body,” he is “at home 
with the Lord” (2 Cor. 5:8, A.S.V.). 

Said Dwight L. Moody, just before his 
Home-going: “IT see earth receding; 
Heaven is opening. God is calling!” 

“_. . I will dwell in the house of the 
Lord for ever” (Psa. 23:6).—Here we 
have the secret of a happy eternity— 
dwelling in the house of the Lord for- 
ever!” Believers in this dispensation 
know on the authority of the Lord Jesus 
that after goodness and mercy have fol- 
lowed them al] the days of their lives, 
they will go on to the many mansions 
in the Father’s house (John 14:2). 
“With” and “like” their Lord forever!

After his death, David became 
king. He was a good ruler, for he was a 
“man after [God’s] . Qwn heart.” 
He was a shepherd boy when God told 
Samuel to anoint him to be the next 
king. Though he had many adventures 
after that, he never forgot his experi- 
ences with sheep. We do not know ex- 
actly when he wrote the Shepherd 
Psalm, but we know that he wrote it. 
It is considered a literary as well as a 
spiritual gem. The best thing about it 
is that every word is true, being in-

spired. Every Christian has the priv- 
ilege of enjoying God’s loving care as 
described in poetic language in this 
Psalm. 

Read Psalm 23:1. My mother taught 
me this Psalm long before I ever went 
to school. At that time I understood this 
first verse to mean that God would give 
us food and clothes. But when I grew 
up to be as old as you girls, I came to 
see that this means infinitely more. If 
the Lord is our Shepherd, we will not 
lack friends, happiness, opportunities, 
anything you can think of that would be 
good for us. No one but the Lord could 
assure us of everything we need, from 
food to friendship. Our God can give 
us all we need because He has all the 
resources of Heaven at His command. 

Read verse 2. God always has green 
pastures. There is never anything 
“dried up” in the things of the Lord. 
His mercies and His blessings are “new 
every morning.” There is a freshness 
about everything connected with Him 
that is entirély missing in the things 
of the world. They become tiresome 
after a time, but the things of the Lord 
become more and more thrilling to the 
Christian as he learns to walk with Him. 
God’s sheep lie down in green pastures. 
They do not lie down till they are com- 
pletely satisfied. After resting, they are 
led beside the still waters for refresh- 
ment, | 

Read verse 3. How wonderful that 
our God restores the souls of His peo- 
ple! Whenever our souls get cold or 
diseased, the cause is always in us, but 
the cure is in Him. If we go to Him 
confessing our sins, He not only forgives 
them, but He also restores our souls, 
cleansing us from all unrighteousness. 

Read verse 4. Oh, how many of 
God’s people have gone through the 
valley of the shadow of death unafraid, 
because He was there with them! 

Read verse 5. Our enemies, those who 
dislike us because we stand for Christ, 
will see some day what a glorious pro- 
vision God has made for us, and they 
will wish with all their hearts that they, 
too, had come to Christ; but it will be 
too late then. 

Oil in the Scriptures is a symbol of the 
Holy Spirit. When God anoints the 
heads of His people with the Holy 
Spirit, their cup of joy runs over. 

The last verse is a glorious climax. Be- 
cause of all the Lord has done for him 
hitherto, the psalmist is confident that 
“goodness and mercy shall follow [him] 

.. all the days of [his] . . . life, and [he] 

. will dwell in the house of the Lord 
for ever.” This is true of every child of 
God. When we remember this, how it 
banishes discontent and gloom!

AY, fellows, the Twenty-third Psalm 

is doubtless the most universally 
known (by heart) chapter in the Bible. 
It has been translated into more than 
700 languages. More children have 
learned to repeat it, word for word, 
than any other literature of similar 
length. I have been before hundreds of 
school. assemblies where I have called 
for it, and the response has always been 
spontaneous with a perfect recitation. 
This includes the mountaineers, the Ne- 
groes, and the Indians. (An American 
Indian has rewritten it in Indian phrase- 
ology—very quaint and. very impres- 
sive.) It is a masterpiece of poetry and 
spiritual enlightenment: 

“The Lord is my shepherd,” the open- 
ing sentence, unfolds the theme. It 
points to Jesus the “good shepherd” and 
you are the sheep. In between the 
Shepherd and the sheep, looking toward 
you, is every possible good to be de 
sired—yours to receive in abundance. 

People and sheep are very much alike 
in many ways. Look at some of their 
characteristics. A sheep is a helpless sort 
of animal. It is the only animal I can 
think of which has no way to defend 
itself. Think of.the lion, the bear, the 
wolf, the dog, the cat, the squirrel— 
even the rabbit—and al] the other ani- 
mals, and the birds of the air. But sheep 
—a dog can destroy a whole flock of 
sheep. A sheep has to be protected from 
a multitude of enemies. A sheep does 
many foolish things, has to be led to its 
food, to water, and to shelter; goes 
easily astray. In the East, where the 
Shepherd Psalm was written, more than 
three thousand years ago the shepherds 
always went before the sheep and led 
them. They still do. And one thing 
sheep can do fairly well, that is to fol- 
low. They will blindly follow each other. 
If a shepherd can get one sheep across 
the stream or other barrier, the others 
will promptly follow. 

Now, how about people? People also, 
in their own lack of wisdom do many 
foolish things, and their folly is all the 
greater in the fact that they think they 
are wise—at least they act as if they 
think so. In their own wisdom (?) they 
are helpless; they need a guide; they 
must be led. Speaking spiritually now, 
they have no judgment concerning food. 
They will feed on trash—some very dirty 
trash—while their souls are crying out 
for the Bread of Life. They will drink 
beverages that destroy both tissue and 
morals. They are an easy prey to Satan 
and his devices; they go easily astray. 
Yes, and they are great followers; they 
follow the crowd, with no regard to 
where the crowd is going; and when 
they come to grief, as they inevitably 
do, they bleat and bleat and bleat. 

David, who wrote the Psalm, knew 
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sheep so well, for he was, himself, a 
shepherd, and he loved his sheep, fool- 
ish as they were. He slew a lion and a 
bear when those beasts attacked his 
flock. At the risk of his own life he 
rescued a lamb from a lion’s jaws. He 
sought out the richest pastures for his 
sheep and ,led them “beside the still 
waters,” for a sheep’s mouth is so formed 
that it cannot easily drink from a run- 
ning stream. 

And I think. it must have been on a 
day when he was watching his sheep 
that he thought of the Lord as his Shep- 
herd and sang about it as he accompanied 
himself on his harp. David knew that 
his Lord cared far more for him than 
he cared for thosg sheep grazing be- 
fore him. And the/Lord was all-power- 
ful and ready to protect him from an 
enemy much fiercer and more deadly 
than a lion. David was thinking of the 
archenemy, Satan, who would desire to 
destroy his soul and his hope of Heaven. 
Too, the Lord held out to him the 
heavenly manna for his food and the 
“water of life’ for his drink, so that he 
would never thirst. And when he (Da- 
vid) might slip and become a “stray,” 
he knew that the tender Shepherd would 
be seeking him and saving him. Back 
from the pitfall of sin the Shepherd 
would bring him safely into the fold— 
“and I will dwell’ in the house of the 
Lord for ever”! 

Fellows, this wonderful Shepherd can 
be just as much yours as He was Da- 
vid’s; and, boy, at a time like this you 
surely need Him. He is saying, “Be- 
hold, I stand at the door, and «knock: 
if any man hear my voice, and open the 
door, I will come in to him, and will 
sup with him, and he with me” (Rev. 
3:20). He is knocking at your door 
(not a window) because He wants to 
come all the way in. Don’t keep Him 
waiting there!

The Shepherd Psalm (Psa. 23) 


OW many of you have a pet? How 
do you care for it? As a shepherd 
boy cared for his sheep, he thought how 
God cared for him. God kept him safe 
when he killed a lion and a bear to 
save his sheep. When he-killed a giant, 
he trusted God to take care of him, The 
Shepherd boy also played a harp and 
Sang. This same shepherd boy, after 
many years, became king. His name 
was ? Yes, David! You know 
the song he wrote, “The Lord is my 
shepherd.” You say the words, but do 
you stop to think what they mean? 
How would your pet get along all by 
itself? or a sheep? or you? (Read Psa. 
23:1.) What part of the Bible tells about 
our Shepherd making the world for our 
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pasture? about His rules to live by? 
about our loving Him and teaching our 
children-lambs to keep His rules? Will 
He take care of us in every way? “I 
shall not want”! Verses 2-5 tell the 
different ways the.shepherd takes care 
of his sheep. What about food: is there 
enough? is it good? A sheep would not 
lie down in that nice green pasture 
until it had,had all it wanted to eat, 
would it? And were you all filled up 
good this morning? Sheep will not 
drink where the water is running fast 
and is rough. To what kind of water 
does the shepherd lead his sheep? Do 
you have what is good for you to drink? 
Does the shepherd let his sheep rest? 
Does he care for one that is sick? Does 
he hunt and bring back a runaway, lost 
one? Does the Lord do those things 
for us? Read the part that says that. 
Does a shepherd lead his trusting sheep 
along a trail that leads to danger or to 
wrong pastures? Are the Lord’s ways 
right and good? 

As the sheep goes through a dark can- 
yon between the hills where lions or 
wolves might be hiding, why is it not 
afraid?’ The shepherd is there. His 
club and shepherd’s staff will beat off 
the enemies and keep the sheep safe. 
There are dark valleys of trouble on 
this earth. Death is a dark valley be- 
tween this world of sunshine and the 
glory of the Heaven-land. Why is the 
Christian not afraid? John 14:3, 6 tells 
the Lord Jesus’ promise. Lions’ eyes 
might peer from the woods around the 
pasture, but the sheep nibbles on, not 
worrying. The shepherd will be watch- 
ing! The Devil is planning to catch us; 
but as long as we stay and obey our 
Shepherd, we will be safe. The shep- 
herd puts oil on the sore spots of the 
sheep’s head, and fills the drinking dish 
to overflowing, as the sheep goes into 
the sheepfold for the night. What good 
things does the Lord give you to make 
you comfortable and happy? No won- 
der a sheep.who appreciates the shep- 
herd’s care wants to stay in his sheep- 
fold! (Likewise the Christian can say, 
“Surely goodriess and mercy shall follow 
me”—you finish the verse with your 
promise (Psa. 23:6, Memory Verse). 

You may like to make an illustrated 
booklet for your Primary brother or sis- 
ter who has learned this Psalm. Maybe 
Grandfather or a sick person would enjoy 
it for a Christmas gift as a reminder of 
God’s care for him. Old Scripture cal- 
endars and other religious materials 
will supply pictures for most of the 
verses.

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not always easy. It was not always fun. 
But it was almost always exciting! Once, 
for example, when a lion and a bear got 
into the flock I had to kill them by 
myself. I grabbed that old lion by the 
beard and killed him right on the spot. 
You understand, of course, that God 
helped me! (1 Sam. 17:34-36.) A shep- 
herd has many duties. A shepherd: must 
do much of ‘the thinking for his sheep 
—for sheep are not able to think much 
for themselves. A shepherd must find 
a good pasture for the sheep to lie down 
in. A shepherd must find water for his 
sheep. A shepherd must guide the sheep 
in right paths. He gets a bad name if 
he doesn’t. And the sheep get in 
trouble. 

“There are many dangerous rocks 
and caves in our land. A shepherd must 
be on the lookout always for fierce ani- 
mals who may destroy his flock. With 
his rod and his staff he cares for his 
sheep. Even though there may be many 
enemies of the sheep all around, it is 
a shepherd’s duty to see to it that there 
is food for his flock. If ever a sheep 
or a lamb is hurt in any way, a shep- 
herd must bathe its hurts or its sores 
with soothing, cool oil. Yes, a shepherd 
is mighty important—he must take good 
care of his sheep. 

“But let me tell you something I have 
learned through years of being a shep- 
herd boy. I am much like a sheep. And 
so are you. I need a shepherd to care 
for me, as I care for my helpless sheep. 
And I have just such a shepherd. My 
shepherd is the Lord. He is a wonder- 
fully kind, tender shepherd. Because 
the Lord God Himself is my shepherd, 
I shall not have want of anything. 

“JT shall not want for a place in which 
to rest. He takes care of finding me 
(so long as I carefully follow Him) a 
place that is as good to me as ‘green 
pastures’ are for wandering sheep. My 
Shepherd-Lord will lead me to a place 
where I can get the refreshment I need. 
He knows that sheep dread rushing, 
churning water—and that I am afraid 
when I have all kinds of problems, up- 
sets, and scary things come my way. So 
He stills the waters and He makes me 
all calm on the inside. ‘He leadeth me 
beside the still waters.’ 

“My soul is the real me. My body is 
the house in which my soul lives. And 
my Shepherd knows that sometimes my 
soul gets sick. That is because I am 
not living as one should live. But my 
loving Shepherd knows about that and 
He makes my soul all well again—‘He 
restoreth my soul.’ 

“T shall not want for guidance, for I 
belong to a Shepherd who loves to guide 
His flock. Even though all kinds of 
dangers may lie in the path of our daily 
life (as lions and bears were apt to 
grab my own little sheep), I will not 
fear. My Shepherd is with me every 
day, all along the way. Just as a shep- 
herd uses his rod to kill the enemies 
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of sheep and uses his staff (often called 
a crook, and having a bent or hooked 
end) to pull his sheep out of the bram- 
bles or up from a jagged mountain 
crevice, so my Shepherd cares for me. 
How comforting it is to know that if 
someone or something should try to get 
me, my Shepherd will protect me! (John 
10:28.) My Shepherd gives His very 
life for His sheep (John 10:11). 

_“Just as’a shepherd sees to it that 
his sheep have food, even when enemies 
are near, so my Shepherd gives me the 
food that I need, the strength that I need 
to live each day—even when those 
around me are against me. My Shep- 
herd cares for me when I am sad or 
sick. He will-care for me all the days 
of my life. And when life is over, I 
shall live with my Shepherd forever. 
The Lord is my Shepherd. I shall not 
want anything!” .

BOOKIAH came to Boston from 

Hawaii when he was a young boy 
and before any missionary had reached 
his native islands. 

His people were wild, rough, ignorant 
Savages and worshiped idols of the crud- 
est kind. The people lived in grass huts 
together with the animals, and the pig 
was one of the most important members 
of the family. 

The idols that these people worshiped 
were among the most: hideous ever 
formed, and surely they were reflected 
in the way the natives lived. Certain 
places and certain things were forbid- 
den and people avoided them for fear 
the gods would destroy them if they dis- 
obeyed. 

A native was not allowed to eat with 
his wife, nor a mother with her son. 
Certain kinds of fish could be eaten 
by men but not ‘by women. The poor 
heathen were so cramped by stiff rules 
that there seemed little pleasure in liv- 
ing. With this kind of background 
Obookiah came to America where every- 
thing was very different. 

So it isn’t hard to understand that 
Obookiah\had a rather difficult time to 
get along in Boston after having lived 
in the wilds of the Hawaiian islands. 

Do you wonder how this young lad 
happened to come to America? 

It was about the year 1809 that a sea 
captain, stopping over in Hawaii, came 
upon the fourteen-year-old boy. His 
father and mother had been killed in 
one of the village wars, and the youth 


was lonely and unhappy. The captain - 


developed a liking for the boy and in- 
vited him to come home to Boston with 
him. He accepted. Neither he nor the 
captain seemed to realize how wholly

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ment that an ignorant, clunisy, and awk- 
ward youth had to make. 

Even though everything was done to 
make Obookiah happy, he seemed to 
be getting more and more uneasy. The 
new country simply awakened new de- 
sires in him that he did not know how 
to fulfill. Then the captain returned to 
the sea and the youth was left to his 
own resources, 

One day a stranger was walking past 
one of the buildings of Yale College 
when he noticed this young fellow sit- 
ting on the steps crying as if his heart 
would break. 

“What is wrong, my friend?” asked 
the man who was deeply touched by 
the youth’s distress. “Why should a fine 
young fellow like you be crying?” 

“Because I am ignorant and stupid, 
and I have no one to teach me any- 
thing,” answered the lad as he wiped 
the tears away. 

“Well,” smiled the stranger, “we'll 
have to do something about that. Come 
with me.” That put new life into Oboo- 
kiah and he followed his new friend 
with delight and hope. He was placed 
in a Christian home and his education 
was begun. He responded with great 
zeal and studied with all his might as 
if to make up for lost time. 

Some time later he met Samuel Mills, 
one of the young men who was present 
at the haystack prayer meeting in Wil- 
liamstown and who had decided to be- 
come a missionary. He took him to the 
home of his parents in Torringford, Con- 
necticut. There he learned many other 
things of a practical nature. Of course, 
the background of his early years could 
not be wiped away in a moment, or in 
a few years, so that there were times 
when he felt the call of the wild and 
the heathen impulses of his race. But 
always he turned away from them. All 
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in all, the youth was a great credit to 
his teachers and their changing influ- 
ence, 

He was anxious to return to his own 
land and to his own people so that he 
could tell them about God and about 
Christ, the Saviour. With the help of 
a friend he started to reduce his native 
language to writing and he succeeded 
in making a simple dictionary and a 
grammar. 

Obookiah was one of the best exam- 
ples that the church in America had 
ever seen of the value of foreign mis- 
sions. Many Americans met the young 
man and were impressed with his per- 
sonality. The look of stupidity was 
gone, and in his face there was a bright 
and intelligent look. His awkwardness 
was gone and his manners became re- 
fined and graceful. 

In 1816 a school was started in Corn- 
wall, Connecticut, for the purpose of 
training other heathen boys and helping 
them to become Christian gentlemen. 
The idea was to bring them over here in 
their native condition, and then to train 
them into our ways and habits. After 
ten years the school was closed because 
it was found to be of greater wisdom to 
train the boys ‘and girls in their native 
land. 

In 1819 Obookiah died. So he never 
was able to return to his islands. “God 
will do what is right,” he whispered 
near the end. “Let God do as He 
pleases.” 

But in spite of the fact that he himself 
was never able to go back, he had a part 
in God’s plan for the salvation of the 
Hawaiian islands just as surely as if he 
had been able to do what he planned. 

The year after his death, Hiram Bing- 
ham and Asa Thurston decided to go to 
his islands as missionaries, and they took 
with them several other volunteers. 
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They found the way prepared for them 
largely through the efforts of Obookiah 
who had written many letters home, 
and whose story was known all over the 
islands. 

One of the great handicaps‘ for the 
missionaries lay in the slave trade. 
Peruvian traders carried away so many 
of the people for slaves that the savage 
chief of one clan vowed that he would 
kill and eat the first white man that 
came his way. It happened to be the 
mate of an American whaler; but he was 
saved from this horrible death by a 
native Christian teacher, Kekela, who 
offered in exchange for his life a six- 
oared boat that had recently arrived 
from Boston. 

Abraham Lincoln heard of this heroic 
deed and sent Kekela a valuable pres- 
ent, and received a letter of commen- 
dation which closed with the following 
words: , 

“This is my only payment—that which 
I have read of the Lord—love.”

emperor or dictator, who will wield 
the scepter and weld all these nations 
into one of the most formidable armies 
the world has ever known. His metrop- 
olis will consist of two cities, Meschech 
or Moscow, and Tubal or Tobolsk (Ezek. 
38:2, 3). This enables us to identify the 
place and the tyrant’s strongholds. He 
will be a king-of kings who will rally 
to his standard the nations of Persia, 
Ethiopia, Libya, Gomer or Germany, 
Togarmah or Turkey, and various bands. 

When will the prophecy of Ezekiel 
become actual history, or when will 
Russia and her allied nations advance 
upon Palestine to make the predicted 
attack? Before this can happen there 
are certain events which are on God’s 
calendar, and they must happen ere 
Russia, moved by a just and almighty 
God, begins her last march to the moun- 
tains of Palestine. 

Keep your eye on Israel! Israel is 
the never-failing key which unlocks the 
door of prophecy. Gentile nations are 
never mentioned except when they are 
linked with Israel. The greater part of 
the Bible records the favored race, its 
past and its future. God’s program or 
plan of the ages is already made out 
and lies revealed in the pages of 
prophecy. 

Before this great northern confederacy 
can materialize, there has to be a great 
revival of Israel. This revival cannot 
come, until, purified in the terrible fires 
of the Great Tribulation, Israel’s godly 
remnant surrounds their Messiah as His 
blessed feet rest once again on Mt. Oli- 
vet.

ology, and we would be well advised 
not to take our theology from our hymns 
without some examination. I recall the 
lines of a hymn: 


“I hate the sins that made Thee mourn, 
And drove Thee from my breast.” 


Of course, as a matter of fact, if we 
have been born again, truly converted 
to God, and are His children, no sins 
of ours can drive the Holy Spirit from 
us. We are never anywhere warned 
against driving Him from us. Were it 
possible to do that, at that same mo- 
ment we would cease to be children of 
God. But He has come to us, and taken 
up His abode in us, and our bodies are 
His temples. We can grieve Him into 


silence by our sins, but we cannot drive 
Him from us. We are divinely appropri- 
ated by God through His indwelling. 
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IV. Tue EARNEST OF THE SPIRIT 


Now take a fourth passage, Ephesians 
1:14, and 2 Corinthians 1:22. The Holy 
Spirit of promise is the earnest of our 
inheritance. By that is meant the fore- 
taste, the beginning, the indication of 
what is to come. We may illustrate the 
matter from the Old Testament. You 
remember when the spies went to search 
out the land they returned to Moses to 
report and they brought grapes from 
Eschol. Those grapes were the .earnest 
of what awaited the people when they 
entered into the land; they were a token 
and a sample of what was there for 
them. In like manner the Spirit of God 
is the earnest, the token, the foretaste 
of what awaits us. However rich our 
experience of the Spirit of God may have 
been—and experience can be very rich 
in this regard—the richest is but a fore- 
taste; and we are left wondering what 
the fullness will be if this is but a be- 
ginning. He is “the earnest of our in- 
heritance,” the inheritance which the 
Apostle Peter says is “incorruptible, and 
undefiled, and that fadeth not away,” 
reserved in Heaven for us who are pre- 
served on earth for it. 

This is just another way of saying 
to the believer that the best is always to 
come. It ‘is a sad thing when a person’s 
golden day is behind, but for us who 
believe in Christ that is never so. How- 
ever glorious may have been the days 
that we recall with gratitude, the best 
is yet to come. All that the Spirit has 
ever been able to do in; for, and 
through any one of us is but a begin- 
ing, an indication, a foretaste, a sam- 
ple of what awaits us in that great and 
perfect life beyond. 

Now we have had these four words, 
indicating four great truths, aspects of 
the activity and operation of the Holy 
Spirit in relation to believers. He is 
the gift, the fulfillment of the Father’s 
promise; He is the divine seal, marking 
us off and marking us out as definitely 
owned, and giving us assurance; He is 
the indweller and thus appropriates us, 
and puts us under obligation to glorify 
God; and He is the earnest, the fore- 
taste, of what awaits us. 

In the next article we shall consider 
three other terms; and I distinguish these 
three from the four discussed in this 
present article. For what reason we 
shall see next week. The terms are the 
baptism, the fullness, and the anointing 
of the Spirit.

The author of 
“Little Talks to Boys and Girls” here 
chooses 146 Scripture texts to top each 
its own full-page children’s homily. The 
talks begin with items or events that 
children well understand, then slide 
easily into the Bible account or teach- 
ing, and close with a loving exhortation 
to apply the same in everyday living. A 
random choice, Nehemiah 4:6, “So built 
we the wall,” starts with, “It is hard to 
build a wall .. . in those days there was 
no modern machinery to make it easy.” 
It is then explained that working to- 
gether helped Nehemiah’s helpers to be 
successful in their project. Lastly the 
author declares that Christian boys and 
girls must build invisible walls to pro- 
tect them from sin; God’s Word, prayer, 
and witnessing being such walls. Also 
that co-operating with Christian parents 
and friends is sure to help make the 
wall strong and high. The print is large 
and clear and the Junior who loves the 
Lord Jesus will find in the content a 
blessed way to begin the daily devo- 
tional habit. 


Bible Queries. Compiled by Henry E. 
Walter. (Moody Press, Chicago 10: 50 
cents, paper.) Believing that Bible 
quizzes ought to have a vital relation to 
spiritual truth, Mr. Walter has compiled 
at least part of his question sets under 
such headings as “Believing,” “Worship,” 
“Prayer,” “Seeking and Finding,” and 
“When and How People Met With God.” 
One of special interest is entitled, 
“Where God Guides, God Provides.” 
Most of the thirty-six sets are divided 
into three groups, each more difficult 
than the one before. For example, un- 
der “Friends and Friendship,” a query 
in the easiest group is, “What doctor was 
a friend of Paul?” In group No. 2, “To 
whom did God speak as a man to his 
friend?” And in the most difficult group, 
“How may we know we are friends of 
the Lord Jesus Christ?” Answers are 
found at the book’s close. 


Bible Quizzes No. 3. By David O. 
Wright. (Victory Press, Clapham Cres- 
cent, London, S.W. 4; 4s. 6d., paper.) The 
subtitle, “Through the Bible, Book by 
Book,” shows how the author has divided 
his quiz lessons—one and sometimes two 
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ten-question groups on every one of the 
‘Bible’s sixty-six books. Even such short 
ones as Obadiah and 3 John are not 
omitted. Each lesson begins with “Do 
You Know?” and occasionally a sub- 
title. On the Book of Esther, for ex- 
ample, one finds “Do You Know— If—” 
then such sentences as the following, 
“The name of God is mentioned in this 
book?” “Vashti or Esther was a Jew- 
ess?” “Hatach was an enemy or cham- 
berlain of the king?” and the like. The 
answers to each block of questions, 
along with their Bible references, occur 
immediately after the lessons instead of 
in the back of the book. 


Eternity in Their Heart. By Lon 
Woodrum. (Zondervan Pub. House, 
Grand Rapids 6, Mich., $3.) When Deb- 
orah Rogers’ father succumbed to a heart 
attack, the active little church he served 
in the growing Panhandle city of Big 
Plains lost its beloved pastor, and Deb- 
orah was bereft of her nearest and dear- 
est earthly loved one. Immediately this 
charming girl, who had been the patient, 
tireless, and loving mistress of the manse 
is thrust into an entirely new and 
different life. Elysia, her attractive 
younger Sister, of course, comes home 


funeral. At once she is very agreeably 
“impressed” with Dr. Mannigan who had 
attended her father in his last illness. 
But the handsome doctor has been 
showing increasing interest in Debbie! 
Elysia, a budding novelist, returns to 
New York’s gay life, with a promise to 
Chek Mannigan that she will write a 
novel just for him! With Elysia in far- 
off New York, the romance between Deb- 
bie and Chek flourishes—she acting as 
his office receptionist and he showering 
her with every attention.

4. Don’t Let Them Kid You About 
Alcohol (Prov. 16:25; 20:1; Dan. 1:8-19) 


HAT young people and older ones, 

too, are being kidded about alcohol 
today is very’ evident if one will take 
the trouble to get the facts concerning 
the use of intoxicants in our land, and 
compare them with the appealing ad- 
vertising that one sees in most magazines 
and newspapers, on outdoor billboards, 
and on TV. The liquor industry is re- 
puted to have spent more than one-and- 
one-half times as much money for adver- 
tising of liquor in 1955 as the automobile 
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industry spent advertising automobiles. 
Alcoholic beverages top the list of ad- 
vertising spenders. But what the alco- 
holic industry did not tell you is that 
there are four million alcoholics who 
have lost control through the drink habit. 
Nor did they tell you that according to 
Dr. Carl Menninger, a famous psychi- 
atrist, the largest mental health prob- 
lem in America is now five million alco- 
holics. 
+ 


The startling increase of 8.5% in major 
crimes committed during the first half 
of 1954, as compared with 1953, which 
in itself accounted for 2,159,000 major 
crimes, may be in a large measure laid 
at the door of intoxicants. According 
to the FBI, 49.6% of the fingerprinted ar- 
rests on file in Washington were caused 
by liquor, and nearly two out of every 
one hundred persons in the United 
States were arrested for drunkenness in 
the year 1953. 


And yet, according to the highly 
colored and glamorous advertising of 
the liquor industry, it is the “gentlemen 
(and ladies) of distinction” who are the 
users of alcohol. If you would like to 
know something of this “distinction,” 
ask your pastor to tell you something of 
a book recently published by Upton Sin- 
clair called “The Cup of Fury” (Chan- 
nel Press, Inc., Great Neck, N. Y., $3). 
In it the author gives sketches of the 
lives of famous writers ruined by drink, 
many of them suicides. Such well- 
known persons are included as Jack Lon- 
don, O. Henry, Finley Peter Dunne (Mr. 
Dooley), Edna St. Vincent Millay, Sher- 
wood Anderson, and others, as well as 
himself. He shows the frightful dangers 
of so-called “moderate drinking” and 
points out the delusion suffered by those 
who think they can “take it or leave it.”

You will find it helpful also to write 
to the Temperance Board of your own 
denomination, or to the Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, 44 East 23rd 
Street, New York 10, and ask for liter- 
ature that may be distributed in your 
group that may awaken some of your 
own members, who undoubtedly meet 
temptations at school, in business, or 
elsewhere to be “good fellows” and to 
indulge just once in order to “go along 
with the crowd,” or to “be smart.” If 
you have a copy of THe SunDAY SCHOOL

find there a number of Nuggets prepared 
by the Treasurer of the World’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, Miss Helen G.

In spite of the fact that others may 
call drinking a sign of smartness and 
sophistication, God’s Word is still true. 
“Wine is a mocker,” and “strong drink 
is raging,” and “whosoever is deceived 
thereby is not wise.” When starting 
out on any other road, such as business 
or scientific investigation or research, 
the wise person considers the end as well 
as the beginning. Those who would 
have us start down the road of alcohol 
never show us the products found at 
the end of the road. However, a visit 
to “skid row” in your town or nearby 
city will show you these products and 
they are not pleasant to look at. Be 
really smart and take a look. 


Your minister, your Christian doctor 
in the town in which you live can tell 
you some of the results of ‘alcohol with 
which they must deal. Perhaps this 
meeting would be a good one to which 
to invite them, so that. they may tell 
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you some of their firsthand experiences 
with the “people of distinction” they 
bave had to deal with.

The Christian’s attitude toward alco- 
hol must first of all be that of refusing 
to partake of anything that takes away 
the control of mind or body that belongs, 
first of all to God, and then to the in- 
dividual (1 Cor. 6:19, 20). And secondly, 
it must include a willingness to abstain 
from anything, the use of which would 
cause a brother to stumble (1 Cor. 8: 
7-13).
